VOICE; AS SOME FOUR THOUSAND DELEGATES PREPARE TO HEET FOR 
EIGHT VEEKS Iii NEW YORK, THE FISHERIES DISPUTE BETWEEN 
ICELAND AND BRITAIN HAS TAKEN A TURN FOR THE WORSE. BOTH 
COUNTRIES BLAME EACH OTHER FOR ANOTHER COLLISON BETWEEN TiO OF 
THETR WARSHIPS WITHIN TYO HUNDRED MILES OF ICELAND'S COAST, 
THE BRITISH FRIGATE WAS THERE TO PROTECT SRITISH TRAWLERS 
FISHING FOR A iAJUOR STAPLE OF THEIR COUNTRYNEN'S DIET. THE 
ICELANDIC COAST GUARD PATROL BOAT WAS THERE TO PROTECT ONE OF 
ICELAND'S KEY ECONOMIC RESOURCES. 

IN BOSTON, A SOVIET TRAWLER IS BEING HELD 5Y THE UNITED 
STATES COAST GUARD FOR HARVESTING LOBSTERS ON THE CONTINENTAL 
SHELF, ONE HUNDRED TWENTY i1ILES OFF AMERICA’S NORTHEAST COAST. 
THE SOVIET TRAVLER IS THE SECOND SEIZED THIS YEAR BY THE UNITED 
STATES. THE FIRST WAS A CUBAN VESSEL TAKEN INTO CUSTODY FOR THE 
SAME REASON, BUT RELEASED AFTER PAYING A FINE. 

OFF CANADA'S EAST COAST, AND FARTHER SOUTH OFF THE EASTERN 
UNITED STATES COAST, FISHERHEN OF BOTH NATIONS ARE GRUMBLING 
AT THE SHALLER CATCHES THEIR SHIPS BRING IN DAILY. THEY B8LAHE 
TWO HAJOR FACTORS --OVER-FISHING BY FOREIGN TRAWLERS EQUIPPED 
WITH THE HOST HODERN EQUIPHENT--AND FACTORY SHIPS FOR PROCESSING 


THEIR CATCHES AND FLYING THE FLAGS OF THE SOVIET UNION,

POLAND, AND OTHER EAST EUOPEAN NATIONS. AND ON THE WEST COAST 
OF THE UNITED STATES, AMERICAN FISHERMEN USE EQUALLY PICTURESQUE 
LANGUAGE TO DESCRIBE THE ACTIVITIES OF OTHER SOVIET FISHING 
FACTORIES AND THOSE OF JAPAN-ACTIVITIES WHICH ARE DEPLETING FISH
